pirates were canght on the 26th instant by a de 
tachment of about 80 tailors from the gun-vessol 
and one was seriqusly wounded whilst dofving cap- 
ture; two more were also seoared on the morn: 
ing of the 27th init. and five men who bed boon 
Kopt prisoners by the pirates were liboratod, 
THo chief robber is named Sino Loh-mo, ; he-is 
said to be the head man of nearly 1,000 robbers. 
On the arrival of the Yuen-kai the prisvnars. ware 
slowly maroted ‘(to the Chinese “Dead March 
in Baul.” played on 1 bogle anid kettle dram) 
throngh tho sottlement to. the Yamén in tho 
city, They wore s{rongly guarded by 60 
marinas, do.. the Ist: Lientauant of the gunboat 
bring!ng up the rear, with tho complacent coun- 
tevanoe of one who thinks bo bas done his duly 
and not exceaded it.

The 
Chinese official is not paid suflicientiy to 
provide for his wants; he is driven to prey 
on ‘trade, and no matter how tight the 
check ho is sure. to return to his primary 
ovenpation of equeezing at the first’ pos- 
sible opportunity. The same abuses that led 
to the disturbance at Patshan and the revolt 
‘againet the'tyranuy of the lekin authorities 
of Kwangting are being loudly ebin plained of 
in Fokien. The tes brought down from the 
interior of thé province to Fooohow is being 
subjected-to a lekin levy contrary to the 
treaties, which hag been raised by another 
ten per cant. this year. Firewood is also 
being made the subject-of a new barrier 
sqiteeze, with the result that searcely any 
has coma down’ the river for upwards of 
three weeka. For these parpetual squeez:a 
and hindrances fo trade there is only one re- 
mody possible, the transfer of the whole Cus- 
tous collection for the interior to the Chinese 
Imperial Maritime Customs. The necessity 
for this change becomes daily more appar-- 
ent. The impossibility of securing any r 
yect_ for treaty stipulations by. the native 
officials, aud the ever growing multiplication 
of.or increase. of ‘existing taxes or dues 
ronder any real healthy development of 
trade unattainable. The question that will 
hava to ‘hs considered presently by the 
Treaty Powers 1s bow far are they dis- 
sed to allow the Chinese. officials to go 
in ‘Violation Of the treaties, - and at 
what point will they deem jt’ necossary 
to actively’ intervene? The transit pass 
trade is being throttled in Kwangtung, and 
where it is permitted to exist it is under 
such disadvantageous conditions that.it shows 
little of the expansion that might reasodably 
be expected. Ef imports and exports. were, 
as in other countries, only subjected to one 
duty at the port of entry or clearance, there 
would be an immense development in both 
branches of tnide. This is the condition 
that should be insisied upon ‘by the Treaty 
Powers, and if they would unite to make this 
demand and secure its concession there would 
quickly commence a large andimportant de- 
velopment of trade tothe equal benefit of 
foreign und native trade alike, and not: less 
so to the producer and consumer.

AMERICAN JUDICIAL ADMINISTRA-

There is so much in the history of the 
intercourse between China and the United 
States to--put patriotic Americans to the 
blush that the recent deadlock in the Houg- 
hew shvotiug case is not likely, we fear, to 
arouse the authorities at Washington. to. a 
propor sense. of their duties ‘towards their 
countryimen in Shanghai. Writiny on, the 
16th May, the N. C.Daily News observed “it 
in. the extraordinary parsimony of the U.S. 
Government that is delaymg—if it does not 
altogether prevant—the trial cf Mr. Fraue 
for. the marder vf G. Lenox. There is no 
one tospraosecute him, because there is no 
one attached to the Consulate to drawup 
an indictment, and the Government will’ not 
pay any. one to duit. - It seems quite pos- 
sible that under. these circumstances Frame 
will not be tried at ail.” . This, we repeat, 
was written on the 16th May, 1892; but it 
might have been written’ in 1862, in 1852; 
or in any other year since the United States, 
‘under cover of British cannon, first forced 
exterritoriality : from Cli It is an-un- 
gracious task to pick oul 3 in our neigh- 
bourse’ garments when, God ct, thera are 
somany in ourowo.

Qeneral-at Shanghai, to the Secretary of 
State, hie uncle. To the letter is up- 
pended 2 mass of correspondence in the 
form 17 dospatches and memoranda written 
entirely by American citizens and miginly bi 
American. officials; beyond, therefore, all 
possibrlity of national bias. The pamphlet 
ja partly takes up by .an eppeal, (froitless, 
like its many: predetessors and successors) 
to the Washington Government to follow, 
in common justice iv’ China, the lead giver 
by Great Britain nud France, and appoint 
as Consulat officers ouly men of respeetability. 
who had been previously trained.in law 
and Chinese. It. is principally occupied, 
however, by a-still ‘more ‘crying scandal— 
the ‘utter ‘fnadequacy 6f the mensures pro- 
vided by the’ United States in Chiu: for the 

unishinent of offences committed t by 
GS, citizens: As Mr. Swapp says in his 
letter, ‘it’ was. sixteen’ years after the date 
of the treaty (of Wanghia, 1849), a time 
filie? with the most urgent repredentations,

was made.” In 1853 the U.S. Consul at 
Shanghai roported to the. Special Envoy, 
“thereaté now on shore’ upwards: of 60 or

ridiculous impunity.” A new U.S. Consul 
artived in Shanghai in 1858. “One of his 
Hirstacts;wrote-Mr.Ragp, xenderdd neces. 
sary by the absence’ of all means to pay 
jail-expenses, has been to discharge all Aue 
rican convicts in the British jail.” t 
_ ft was not lack of gaol accommodation 
only that caused miscarriage of justice. A 
wery similar condition of things, as regards 
the ubseice of a State ‘prosecutor, or tho 
i ment, prevailed in 1308 
r. 
Sewarp in that year reported to Mr: Bur- 
Tine.me, then U.S. Minister: “J thonght 
it‘right for many reasons io ensage the 
services of a prosecuting. attorney ; the. chict 
of which vas that it would.be unfair to for.
